Douglas, the 
seconder of the reply to the Speech, 
this gentleman having previously oc- 
capied Ihe^jaesk now taken by Dr.Tol- 
mie; Mr" Fisher has changed from 
the left to the right hand of Mr. 
Speaker, and Dr. Ash has altered his 
locality— the ex-Provincial Secretary 
with countenance cast down and in 
apparent bad humour now occupying 
a do.^k on the oxlremo left of Mr.

The principal 
men in Oalifprnia — amongst them the 
Gpvernor^having joined the anti- 
Ohinesi movement, the Chinese com- 
panies ar^^ nia<ib alahned and have 
addressed the authorities, claiming 
protection. In the dispatches receiv- 
ed last night it is stated that the Chi- 
nese, fearing a massacre, arc arming, 
and the companies in one of their 
addresses say they will sell their lives 
dearly. It is quite probable that 
British Columbia will receive from 
California a considerable accession to 
her celestial population in a few 
days. Whilst an overt net against 
them would be severely punished, 
every facility should be afforded those 
v/ho come of reaching their own coun- 
try in ships bound for China. British 
Columbia will not consent to encour- 
age this "peculiar people" to the in- 
jury of her own flesii and blood!

New York, April 5th. — Dispatches

In the suit of Frank Moulton against 
Rev. H. W. Beecher the demurrer of 
the defendant has been sustained with 
leave to the plaintiff to amend his 
complaint ' Within 20 days on payment 
of costs. 

Washington, April 5th. — At 1 p. m. 
Chief Justice Waito appeared in the 
Senate accompanied by Senator Ed- 
munds andThurman and was escorted 
to a seat on the right of the President 
"pro tern" when following oaths \tcio 
then administered hrat to Farry and 
then to the Senators who were called 
by the Secretary in groups of six. 
"You do solemnly swear 'that in all 
things appertaining to the trial of the 
impeachment of W. W. Belknap, late 
Secretary of War, now pendin<T, you 
will do impartial juaiioo accordiug to 
the constitution and laws." After the 
oaths had beeu admiuistered the Chief 
Justice retired ard Freelinghuyaen 
Bubiiaitted an order instructing the 
Secretary of the Senate .to notify tlie 
House of Representatives that the Sen- 
ate is now organized for the trial of 
impeachment of W . W. Belknap and 
ready to re::eivo the managers of im- 
poaohment. Agreed to. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, March 5tb.— The 
citizens' auti Chinese committee of 12 
held a meeting this evening and com- 
pleted arrangements for a mass meet- 
ing to-morrow evening. A number 
of prominent gentlemen of this city 
and other towns have signified their 
willingness to address the nieetiug. 

The Presidents of the Chinese com- 
panies this morning sent a eomniniii- 
cation to the Mayor calling his atteu- 
iou to rumors that while the better 
class of citizens are peacefully devis- 
ing means to check Chinese immigra- 
tion, at Union Hall to-night another 
class, mostly of foreign birth, intend 
to begin riotous proceedings against 
the Chinese and appeal t( him for 
protection. The cpmmunici. t 'ou ends 
as follows: "Our countrymen are 
better acquainted with peaceful voca- 
tions than with scenes of strife, yet 
many of them have lived long enough 
in tbis coutitry to learn that self-de- 
fence is the common right of all men, 
and should a riotous attack be made 
upon the Chinese quarters we have no 
power, oven if wo had the disposition, 
to restrain our countrymen from pro- 
tecting themselves to the last e.Ktrem- 
ity and selling their lives as dearly as 
jjoasiblo. 

This evening the Chief of Police has 
ordered every man of the regular 
and special polico forces to report for 
duty.

Taxation— Rond Tollsf 



Editok Colonist: — As the question 
of tuxatioD has. been mooted, Lbgg. 
leave to offer the following reGSarka: 
It is well known that the revenue de- 
rived from the Wild Land Tax Act of 
1873 is miserably small, and for tho 
reason of this result wo must look to 
lunuerous oxeniptions mentioned in 
that Act. For instance, large tracts 
are exempt merely,, begau8p<jthey are 
fenced, other large tracts*, though un- 
fouced, are exempt by imson of cer- 
taiu sums of money having been ex- 
poudeil many years ago oa buildings 
or niillb at present lying idle, dilapi- 
dated, rotten or perhaps altogether 
vanished. I would, therefore, recom- 
mend that this Act be altered) 'OE. in? 
fact repealed, and that of the/'twelvo" 
exoniptions mentioned in it, the "first 
four" only be retained. 

In the next place I would recom- 
mend that such lands be taxed with- 
out reference to theiv value; this would 
save a world of trouble and annoy- 
ance. The value of land is a variable 
quantity, often liclitious, and, owing 
t ) tho rapidly changing vistas opened 
up by political! ;h9rizon4;i etHem^fi 
lluctuatiug and inconstant. Therefore 
let the tax be per acre; for instance, 
so many dollars a year for five acres 
or letrs, and then so many cents for 
every additional acre, whether held 
in fee simple, by louse from Govern- 
nicut or preemption.^ In.thia .way. im- 
provements will not he taxed, but on 
the other hand they will not prevent 
tho land itself from being taxed, which 
ajji^ears to ma most just. 

By the way, a spucial scale would 
have to be arranged for town- 
ships like Esquinmlt which are not 
incorporated. Finally, I would rc- 
comiiiL-nd that tho Mainland '. trunk 
road bo made to pay for its own re- 
pairs, by some toll on every horse, 
vehicle? head of cattle, , etoi j passing 
over it. Rus.

Mr. Speaker took the Ohair at 2 p.m. 

Alltho members wore present except 
tlio lion, tbo Premier aud Messrs. Smitho 
and Bryden. 

Mr. Sijoftker nmiminccd tlio acceptiinco 
of office by the Hons. A.O. Elliott, Forbes 
Goo. Voruou, aiul Thomas Jiaail Hum- 
pliroya.and the Clerk read the deolaration 
settiug forth the rusignatipa olitheir seata 
and their re-election. 

'Mr. Walkem moved that tha^dopuments 
bo placed on the reooida of Ilonse'. Car- 
rioii. 

ilou. Mr. Hiimphroys saiil tli:U ho) ro- 
grotted that it wiis his duty to anuomico 
tbo nbseneo of the liou. tlio i'roiuier from 
tho ell'oots of a Hevero illnoss. lie had 
this morning received a medical cortili- 
eate from three professional gentlemen 
Mvhich stated that the hon. the Premier 
•would bo uuablo to bo jjresont in tho 
House for 8OLUO '.) or 10 days. IIo was 
aware that au adjournniont of tlia Hoiisa 
■would, at the present nionuMit, lid moat 
in aud uufortati;ito. It was, 

bo\r.aTflr, unavoidable on the part uf the 
Ministry, as the hon. the Premier had 
been so very ill that it bad been impossi- 
ble to interview hira. Ho would ask that 
the House ou its rising stand adjourned 
nntil the 15th iust. 

iMr. Walkem said that although it was 
t^filt' known the adjouramout would bo 
Xnost inoonyeniont to huu. members, ho 
patsobally, and the Opposition, had do 
oide^' not to oppose it, as such a course 
might bo doomed hfirsh. He aould uot, 
however, help thinking tliut before tho 
illneBS of tho Premier tho Governmont 
Hhould have framed their [jolicyand boon 
in a position — even in llio absence of tho 
Premier — to proceed with a great deal of 
basiness of the House. Ho had several 
notices of motion which would ask for 
returns, etc., and in onlrr tiut tho Gov- 
ernment might bo fully advanced with 
the returns he wanted, lie Jioped that hou. 
geatlemen opposite would give him their 
assurance that during tho vacation tho 
returns of corroBpondoncc.if any.botwoon 
t^e £|oniinion and Provincial Govern 
menta on tho railroad, drydock, subsidies 
and matters of financo, and with rofiir- 
eneo to ths paymeut of tlio $250,000 to 
aid tho building of the drydock might be 
so adranced. as to be laid before the 
House BO soon as possible after re-assem- 
bling. 

Xha Hon. Obief ConamissioDer of Lands 
Sc Works could assuro the hon. Mr. Wal- 
kem that the retarns be desired sbonld 
be prepared with all possible dispatch. 
(Hear hear. ) 

The resolution to odjouru, on rising, 
till the loth was carried uuauimbusly. 

Mr. Mara presented a petition from tho 
trnstees of CMoha Greek Boarding School. 
Ho would ask that it bo printed in ordor 
that it might be placed before the Select 
Committee on Schools. 

The Clerk read the petition which, was 
ordered printed. 

Blr. Smith, with refereiico to his mo- 
tion for an humble address to bo present- 
ed to His Honor the Lieut. -Crovornor, 
praying His Honor to favorably consider 
the expediency of allowing all provincial 
produce to pass free over Spooco's bridge, 
said that ho believed tho gcutlomon oc- 
cupying the Treasury Benches intended 
to deol liberally with this uattor. He 
would therefore allow it to drop until he 
knew what they intended to do concern- 
ing it. 

Mr. Smith asked leave to introduce a 
Bill intituled "An Act to amend tho

itir. Smith argued that liis motion w.is 
in order. Ho was surjmsiul to hear tho 
hon. senior member for Curilioo raise any 
objection. He well know that the peoi)le 
pf the Mainland in the djat^pl hualluded 
to were laying back doing nothing, like 
■a lot of mosqaitcas, (laughter) , and what 
was to become of all of them unless man- 
ufactories wore encouraged? Tliey had 
thouaauds of aheep liuMo ami thousands 
of horned cattle, aud ho wanted to know 
tho reason why they should not manufac- 
ture their own blankets and hides, instead 
of sending piles of money out of tho 
country every year. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem objected to tbo reso- 
lution ns a innovation. The objects it

We havo received from Mr. Greaves 
of Cache Greek, the following particulars 
of tlio trip v/hioh he has just made with 
cattle frooaifhbalvJeigbWboo^; e^e left 
Cache Greek on March sSith' with head 
of cattlo; and reports tho wagon road in 
fair ordor for cattlo driving, though not 
for wagous, and no anow uutil ho reached 
Boothroyd Flat, 37 miles from Yalo. 
There ho found a good deal of snow, aud 
also ot Spuzzum Flat. The cribbing has 
given away near Cook's Ferry, but thoy 
wore preparing to repair if as soon as tho 
stage had pr43sed. In six days after 
leving Cache CroekMr. Greaves reached 
Yale, where ho found Mr. Oontlea with 
45 cattle, and started from thonco in 
Oapt. Irving's now steamer Belianoo, 
whifih left Yale with 5G head, 26 of 
Greaves' and 30 of Coutlee's band, and 
18 or 20 passonger.i. Mr. Greaves speaks 
highly of the now boat, and aousiders her 
well adapted for river traffic, 'thia is 
the first trip made with datlle so early in 
tho Boasou, and the condition in which 
thoy arrived speaks well for tho exper- 
ience and nianugomeut of Messrs. Greaves 
oud Coutlee, who had to faoo many dif- 
ficulties. The cattlo had to be fed every 
night with hay at and 3 oenta per 
pound, and watoUed .continually, tho 
corrals being small. The roads, also, are 
so narrow in some placoi that tho cattlo 
had to bo driven in single lilo aud a scout 
or two kept well aliead to make sure th»t 
all was clear. More frequent traOio 
would doubtless ensure tho removal of 
some of these troubles. With the cer- 
tainty of a market, for instance, tho 
stocks of hay would bo larger, and means 
would bo found to reduce tho oost of 
hauling, which now forms a largo item 
iu its price. Tho weather up country is 
very cold and everything is backward, 
although cattle have wintered well. 
Ploughing is just starting at Cache Greek, 
and Corn wait was at vroik when Mr. 
Greaves passed there.

The Polse i.v Ue.^lth xsd Diseash. — 
Every person should know how to 
ascertain tho state of the pulse in health; 
then, by comparing it with what it is 
when ho is ailing, he may havo some idea 
of tho urgency of his case. Parents should 
know tlio healthy pulse of each child, 
siuoo now aud then a person is born with 
a peculiarly slow or fast pulse, and tho 
very case in hand may bo of such peculi- 
arity. An infant's pulse is 140; a child of 
seven about 80. and from 20 to GO years it 
is 70 beats a minute, doolinipg to GO at 
four score. A healthful grown person 
beats 70 times in o minute, declining to 
sixiy at four snore. At 00, if the pulse 
always exceeds 70, there is a disease; tho 
niaohino working itself out, there is a 
fovnr or indammation somewhero and tho 
body is feeding on itself, as in consump- 
tion, wlien tho pulso is quick.
